JAMMIN’ - INSTRUCTIONS 

1. LOADING 

a) Start with Commodore 64 switched off. 

b) Remove all peripherals except joystick, tape and 
screen. The tape player should be as far as practical 
from the T.V. monitor. 

c) Switch on - check tape is rewound. 

d) Hold down SHIFT and press RUN/STOP. 

e) Press PLAY on the tape player. 

f) Wait until FOUND JAMMIN’ APPEARS. 

g) Press the C= key. Jammin’ will now load. 

The screen will be blank during loading (12 mins).

Use joystick port 1 or keyboard A S or J K

the screen instructions 

3. THE GAME
